To  the  CHAIRLIAN  AND  IM-IBERS  OP  THE  BURGEES  HILL  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL, 


I have  the  honour  to  suhmit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1961. 

For  the  second  successive  year  the  Birth  Rate  has  fallen  and  the 
corrected  Birth  Rate  of  15.5  is  now  slightly  belov;  the  national  figure 
(17.2).  There  were  no  illegitimate  births  during  the  year  — a marked 
improvement  on  the  previous  two  years  v;hen  the  number  of  illegitimate  births 
expressed  as  a percentage  of  total  Live  Births  was  4 "76  and  2,76  respectively. 
The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  12.88  compared  with  15.81  for  the  previous 
year.  During  I96I  there  were  three  infant  deaths  under  one  year,  tv/o  of 
which  occurred  during  the  first  week  of  life.  The  Perinatal  Mortality 
Rate  of  25.32  was  slightly  higher  than  last  year,  but  the  figure  for  the 
Mid-Sussex  area  as  a whole  was  18.77  compared  with  a figure  of  23.35  for 
the  previous  year.  The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  was  again  nil. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  amounted  to  152 
giving  a Corrected  Death  Rate  of  12.06.  An  analysis  of  the  main  causes 
of  death  will  be  found  on  page  11.  The  percentage  of  deaths  due  to 
coronary  disease  again  showed  a marked  increase  over  the  previous  year 
and  the  present  figure  of  21.05  is  nearly  10  per  cent  higher  than  that 
recorded  in  1958.  The  percentage  of  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus  remained  at  approximately  the  same  level  as  the  previous  year. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


Tz/o  hundred  and  thirty-seven  cases  of  infectious  disease  v/ere  notified 
during  the  year  compared  with  a figure  of  126  for  the  previous  year  and, 
of  the  total  notifications  received,  2l8  were  due  to  measles. 

DYSENTERY 


Only  one  case  of  Sonne  dysentery  was  notified  during  the  year.  The 
patient,  v/ho  is  a nursing  sister,  collapsed  at  work  and  was  admitted  for 
treatment.  The  family  doctor  who  had  arranged  for  the  admission  of  this 
case  informed  m,e  that  he  believed  the  patient ' s husband  v;as  also  a nurse 
at  another  hospital  in  the  area.  This  was  confirmed  on  the  telephone 
with  the  Assistant  Matron  of  the  hospital  concerned  and  arrangements  were 
made  to  exclude  the  husband  from  food  handling.  Faecal  specimens  from  the 
husband  and  other  family  contacts  'were  subsequently  proved  negative. 
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PULMONARY  TUBERCDlOSIS 

In  mid-April  a family  doctor  telephoned  concerning  a patient  \dio  was 
suffering  from  a heavy  infection  vdiich  had  also  involved  the  laiynx.  It 
would  appear  that  the  diagnosis  had  taken  some  time  to  establish  and  the 
patient  had  been  working  intermittently  for  several  months  prior  to  his 
admission  to  hospital.  On  making  further  inquiries  it  was  learned  that  the 
patient  was  employed  with  twenty  other  people  in  the  tool  room  of  a factory 
outside  the  Burgess  Hill  area.  I informed  the  m.O.H.  of  the  area  concerned 
and  arrangements  were  made  for  mass  radiography  of  all  the  factory  contacts. 

A CASE  OF  "ORF''  (contagious  pustul ar  dermatitis  of  sheep)  IN  A LOCAL  RESIDENT 
EM^OYLD  IN  THE  iidAT  TRi'DE 


In  September  a family  doctor  telephoned  concerning  a patient  (a  meat  porter) 
who  had  sought  advice  concerning  an  odd  swelling  which  had  been  present  on  his 
right  hand  for  about  ten  daj's.  In  view  of  the  patient’s  occupations  and 
suspecting  e^nthrax,  the  family  doctor  said  that  she  had  made  arrangements  for 
h;ua  to  attend  the  Cuckfield  Hospital  Laboratory  where  a bacteriological 
examination  of  material  taken  from  the  lesion  had  been  carried  out  with  negative 
results.  The  following  day  I sai'/  the  patient,  who  had  a dome  shaped  nodule 
about  2 centimetres  in  size  on  the  knuclcle  of  the  second  finger  of  his  right 
hand.  The  nodule  xias  ulcerated  at  the  suirmiit  and  surrounded  by  white  soggy 
skin.  The  patient  said  that  the  trouble  had  started  some  weeks  previously 
v/hen  he  haH  pricked  himself  on  a piece  of  bone.  A week  later  the  area  had 
become  red  and  gradually  increased  in  size.  In  order  to  eliminate  the 
possibility  of  tuberculous  infection  I carried  out  a I'lantoux  Test  with  negative 
results.  A few  weeks  later  arrangements  were  made  by  the  family  doctor  for 
the  patient  to  be  seen  at  the  Skin  Department  of  a Teaching  Hospital  in  the 
Smithfield  area  where  a.  diagnosis  of  "orf''  was  made. 

The  causative  organism  in  the  above  condition  is  a virus  and  resolution 
is  said  to  occur  without  treatment  in  six  to  eight  weeks. 


GANGER  OF  TI-IE  LUNG  AND  SMOKING 

A few  weeks  before  the  preparation  of  this  report  the  Royal  College  of 
Physicians  hit  the  headlines  in  the  National  press  v/ith  the  publication  of 
its  report  on  "Smoking  in  Relation  to  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Other  Diseases”. 

The  findings  of  this  em.inent  body  of  medical  men  are  of  such  vita3.  iraporbance 
that  I woiild  be  neglecting  my  duty  if  I did  not  refer  to  them  in  this  report 
although  the  actual  publication  did  not  take  place  during  the  year  under  review. 
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The  report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  was  largely  based  on  a 
study  of  the  smoking  habits  of  34 5 000  male  doctors  in  Britain  and  200,000 
men  in  the  United  States  v/hose  smoking  habits  were  known.  The  results 
showed  that  in  subsequent  years  the  death  rate  from  lung  cancer  — 

a)  Increased  with  the  amount  of  tobacco  smoked. 

b)  Decreased  with  the  length  of  time  that  smoking  had  stopped. 

c)  Was  greater  among  cigarette  smokers  than  among  pipe  and  cigar 

smokers. 

In  all,  tv;enty  investigations  resulting  in  similar  findings  have  been 
reported  from  eight  countries. 

Since  January  I96O  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate,  has  arranged  for  the  follow-up  of  all 
persons  who  died  from  cancer  of  the  lung  in  the  three  Districts  under  his 
supervision.  This  scheme  has  been  carried  out  by  means  of  a questionnaire 
and,  up  to  the  present  time,  fifty-six  forms  have  been  completed  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  following  interviews  with  the  relatives  of  the  deceased. 

Ho  attempt  was  made  to  interview  a relative  unless  a period  of  at  least  one 
month  had  elapsed  since  death  took  place,  with  the  result  that  in  several 
instances  houses  were  found  unoccupied  and  any  further  attempt  to  obtain 
information  was  then  abandoned. 

Although  it  is  not  intended  to  make  a serious  analysis  of  the  figures 
until  at  least  100  forms  have  been  completed,  a brief  examination  of  the 
information  at  present  available  has  revealed  the  following  facts.  Of  the 
56  cases  investigated  all  but  one  were  smokers  of  cigarette  and/or  pipe 
tobacco.  Hinety-six  per  cent  smoked  cigarettes  and,  of  these  approximately 
50  per  cent  were  believed  to  have  smoked  more  than  20  per  day.  Thirty  cases  — 
approximately  53  per  cent  — comprising  26  males  and  4 females  did  not  achieve 
the  age  of  68  (the  normal  male  expectation  of  life)  and  15  of  these  persons  — 
approximately  27  per  cent  — died  before  reaching  the  age  of  60.  Of  the  15 
cases  that  died  at  a comparatively  early  age,  10  had  spent  most  of  their  lives 
in  country  districts  and  were  believed  to  have  smoked  between  30  and  4O 
oigarettes  per  day. 

These  facts  do  not  favour  the  current  rationalisation  of  the  persistent 
cigarette  smoker  that  air  pollution  is  the  main  cause  of  lung  cancer.  An 
eminent  physician.  Lord  Cohen,  has  said  that  he  would  not  accept  that 
atmospheric  pollution  in  any  way  rivalled  cigarette  smoking  as  a pathogenic 
agent  in  lung  cancer  and  he  has  stated  that,  in  his  opinion,  a ratio  of 
between  6 and  8 to  1 v/as  the  kind  of  significance  which  cigarette  smoking 
had  to  atmospheric  pollution.  He  said  that  it  v/as  quite  wrong  to  argue 
that  unless  one  could  remove  all  the  causative  factors  nothing  should  be  done 
to  remove  one. 
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The  revenue  from  the  sale  of  tobacco  is  said  to  amount  to  £825,000,000, 
almost  the  exact  cost  of  the  Health  Service,  This  has  led  to  the  belief 
by  some  people,  not  necessarily  those  of  an  unduly  cynical  turn  of  mind, 
that  the  same  high  level  of  tobacco  consumption  must  be  maintained  for 
economic  reasons  but,  to  the  best  of  my  knov/ledge,  no  one  has  yet  estimated 
the  vast  sums  of  money  that  would  inevitably  be  saved  in  hospital  beds, 
sickness  benefit,  widows  pensions  etc,,  if  there  were  to  be  a marked  reduction 
in  the  smoking  of  cigarettes  by  the  nation  as  a whole.  The  wide  publicity 
given  to  the  findings  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  now  shows  signs  of 
having  been  a "nine  days  wonder"  and  one  feels  that  the  publication  of  this 
Report  might,  v/ith  advantage,  have  been  followed  immediately  by  a prolonged 
campaign  organised  at  Government  level,  enlisting,  if  necessary,  the  services 
of  commercial  advertising  consultants  and  making  use  of  all  the  modern  aids 
to  mass  communication  — television,  the  cinema  etc.  Since  the  end  of  the 
War  little  has  been  spent  by  the  Government  in  the  making  of  short  films  on 
health  subjects  and  the  dissolution  some  16  years  ago  of  the  only  Government 
controlled  film  agency  (*)  was,  in  my  opinion,  a retrograde  step,  leaving  a 
deficiency/'  which,  to  our  discredit,  does  not  exist  in  many  smaller  countries 
of  the  world.  For  adults  the  decision  with  regard  to  smoking  must  be  one 
of  personal  choice  but  the  recent  Report  that  some  10  to  15  per  cent  of 
schoolboys  were  smoking  a small  number  of  cigarettes  per  day  by  the  age  of 
10  should  be  a challenge  to  us  all.  It  is  clear  that  the  main  onus  for 
discouraging  children  from  adopting  the  smoking  habit  must  fall  upon  their 
parents.  Perhaps  it  is  not  too  much  to  ask  that  those  parents  who  are 
cigarette  smokers  might  try  and  set  an  example!

IMJUHISATIOK  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA,  ^/fflOOPING  COUGH,  TETAITUS  AFP  POLIOMYELITIS 

During  the  year  I attended  seventeen  clinics  and  schools  in  the  Urban 
District  and  carried  out  a total  of  690  injections.  According  to  figures 
recently  received  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  it  would  appear  that  in 
the  County  as  a v/hole  78  per  cent  of  children,  under  five  years,  were 
immunised  against  diphtheria  during  the  year  ended  3lst  December,  1961. 

The  percentage  of  children  in  the  Urban  District  who  had  completed  a full 
primary  oourso  of  irmnnisat-i  on  against  poliomyelitis,  and  who  were  now 
awaiting  the  fourth  injection,  was  72.72  compared  with  a figure  of  74*66  in 
the  County  as  a whole.  During  the  year  I assisted  in  the  poliomyelitis 
immunisation  scheme  and  carried  out  285  fourth  injections  at  a school  in 
the  Urban  District.

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PUBLIC  m^ALTH  ACT,  I96I 


Part  III  of  this  Act,  which  deals  with  the  prevention  and  notification 
of  disease,  contains  several  sections  which  are  of  particular  interest  to  a 
medical  officer  of  health.  The  powers  contained  therein  may  he  summarised 
as  follows s- 

Section  38,  Pov;er  of  a Justice  to  order  a medical  examination. 

If  a Justice  of  the  Peace  is  satisfied,  on  a written  certificate  of 
the  medical  officer  of  health  that  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  some 
person  in  the  district  is  or  has  been  suffering  from  a notifiable  disease 
and,  that  it  is  in  his  ovm  or  his  family's  or  the  general  public's 
interest,  that  he  should  be  medically  examined  the  Justice  may  order  this 
to  be  carried  out  by  the  medical  officer  of  health  or  a registered  medical 
practitioner,  provided  that  the  person  in  question  is  not  already  under 
the  treatment  of  a registered  medical  practitioner,  in  which  case  the 
latter  must  consent  to  the  making  of  an  Order  under  this  section.  An  Order 
under  this  section  can  be  combined  with  a Viiarrant  under  section  287  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  authorising  the  medical  officer  of  health  to  enter 
the  premises. 

The  powers  available  under  this  section  might  prove  of  great  assistance 
in  the  investigation  of  smallpox,  typhoid,  paratyphoid,  dysentery  and 
food  poisoning,  etc,,  under  circumstances  in  which  there  was  a lack  of 
response  from  a person  or  persons  whose  co-operation  was  essential  for  the 
completion  of  an  epidemiological  inquiry. 

In  special  circumstances  this  section  could  be  combined  with  the 
rarely  used  section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  which  provides  for 
the  compulsory  remioval  to  hospital,  on  Court  Order,  of  persons  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  of  the  respiratory  tract. 

Section  39°  Information  to  be  furnished  by  the  occupier  of  premises 
in  cases  of  notifiable  disease  or  food  poisoning. 

On  the  application  of  the  medical  officer  of  health  the  occupier  of 
any  premises  in  a district  in  v/hich  there  is  or  has  been  any  person  suffering 
from  a notifiable  disease  or  food  poisoning,  must  furnish  such  information 
v/ithin  his  knowledge  as  the  medical  officer  of  health  may  reasonably  require 
for  the  purpose  of  enabling  measures  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
the  disease  or,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  trace  the  source  of  the  food  poisoning. 

The  powers  under  this  section  are  complementary  to  those  provided  under 
Section  38, 

Section  40°  Exclusion  of  children  from  places  of  entertainment 
or  assembly. 


This  section  applies  to  any  theatre,  including  a cinema  or  any  building 
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used  as  a public  hall,  concert  room  or  lecture  room,  public  dance  room  or 
public  gymnasium  or  indoor  swimming  baths.  It  also  applies  to  any  sports 
ground,  outdoor  swimming  baths,  skating  or  roller  skating  rinks  and  to 
any  circus,  show,  fair,  fete,  amusement  arcade  or  other  public  place  of 
entertainment  which  is  not  in  a building.  With  a view  to  preventing  the 
spread  of  a notifiable  disease  a local  authority  may,  on  the  advice  of  the 
medical  officer  of  health,  publish  a notice  giving  details  of  the  restriction 
imposed.  A notice  under  this  section  may  be  phrased  in  such  a way  that  it 
may  apply  to  part  of  a district,  to  particular  premises  or  parts  of  premises, 
or  to  children  in  a particular  age  group,  as  long  as  they  do  not  exceed  the 
prescribed  age,  i.e.  not  exceeding  16  years. 

The  pov/ers  available  under  this  section  could  be  used  in  an  emergency 
for  the  control  of  a serious  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  or  smallpox. 

Section  41s  Compensation  for  stopping  emplo.'yment  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  disease. 

The  medical  officer  of  health  may  by  notice  in  writing  request  any 
person  to  discontinue  his  work  with  a view  to  preventing  the  spread  of  a 
notifiable  disease,  or  a disease  to  which  section  23(l)  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955,  applies  i.e.,  enteric,  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fever, 
dysentery,  diphtheria,  acute  inflammation  of  the  throat,  gastro-enteritis, 
undulant  fever  and  any  other  disease  to  which  the  section  applies  by  order. 

The  local  authority  must  compensate  such  a person  for  any  loss  he 
suffers  in  complying  with  the  request. 

Section  278  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  may  be  applied  to  any 
dispute  arising  under  this  section. 


Under  section  77  (Part  IV  of  the  Act)  byelaws  may  be  made  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  the  cleanliness  of  both  hairdressers  and  the  premises 
in  which  they  work  and  the  instruments,  tov/els,  equipment  etc,,  with  which 
they  work. 

Early  in  1962  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Health  and  General  Purposes 
Committee  the  Council  decided  to  adopt  the  byelaws  referred  to  above. 

MTIONAL  ASSISTAITCB  ACT,  1948 

HATIOML  ASSISTAITCE  {MmmmT)  ACT,  1951 

Section  47. 

This  Section  provides  for  the  compulsory  removal  from  their  homes  of 
elderly,  infirm  or  incapacitated  persons  who  are  not  receiving  proper  care 
and  attention.  Such  persons  are  often  living  on  their  own  under  poor  and 
insanitary  conditions  and  although  it  was  not  necessary  to  take  formal  action 
under  this  Section,  several  cases  v/ere  investigated  during  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLY 


(i)  The  water  for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  District  is  supplied  by  the 
Mid-Sussex  Water  Company.  This  was  satisfactory  in  quality  and 
quantity. 

(ii)  The  Company  carried  out  monthly  bacteriological  examination  of 
the  raw  water  and  all  were  satisfactory.  The  water  was 
chlorinated. 

(iii)  The  supply  is  not  liable  to  plumbo-solvent  action, 

(iv)  There  was  no  evidence  of  the  supply  being  contaminated. 

(v)  With  the  exception  of  three  houses,  all  are  provided  v/ith  a 
piped  supply  direct  to  the  house.

I-Jhen  the  above  Regulations  came  into  operation  on  1st  October  I960, 
the  granting  of  dealers*  licences  became  the  duty  of  the  County  Council  as 
being  the  ''Food  and  Drugs  Authority"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  1955  • Therefore  no  Licences  were  issued  by  this  Council  in  1961 
in  respect  of  Pasteurised  Milk,  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk,  or  Sterilised  Milk, 
and  no  sampling  of  these  milks  was  carried  out  by  the  Department. 

Under  the  new  regulations.  Supplementary  Licences  are  not  required.

One  private  Slaughterhouse  remains  in  operation^  the  total  number 
of  animals  slaughtered  being  5?084. 

On  December  Sth  1961  the  Mnister  made  an  Order  fixing  1st  January  1962 
as  the  Appointed  Day  for  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  whole  of  the 
Slaughterhouses  (Hygiene)  Regulations  1958. 

As  certain  improvements  and  extensions  had  to  be  made  bo  the  buildings 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations,  a scheme  was  prepared  ty 
the  owner  in  consultation  with  the  Officers  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
and  approved  by  the  Council,  but  it  was  not  found  possible  to  complete  the 
necessary  work  before  the  appointed  day.  Slaughtering  operations,  therefore, 
ceased  at  the  end  of  1961  and  were  resumed  a few  months  later  when  all  the 
necessary  vrork  had  been  completed. 

The  improvements  carried  out  include  the  provision  of  a new  meat  hanging 
room  of  adequate  size,  with  refrigerated  cooling  equipment  and  automatic 
weighing  gear,  construction  of  new  room  for  the  handling  and  storage  of  hides, 
skins  and  all  by-products,  improvements  to  cattle  lairages,  provision  of  new 
cloakroom,  lavatory  and  offices,  improved  lighting  equipment  and  water  supply, 
installation  of  electrical  stunning  apparatus,  sterilising  equipment  and 
redecoration  throughout.  This  work  has  resulted  in  a well  laid  out  and  fully 
equipped  slaughterhouse  which  complies  with  all  legal  requirements,  and  can  be 
operated  and  maintained  in  a hygienic  manner.

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Once  again  Tuberculosis  was  a rare  occurrence,  only  three  cases 
being  found,  these  being  pigs  only  mildly  affected. 

Nineteen  cases  of  infection  by  Gysticercus  Bovis  were  detected  of 
;>fhich  three  \iera  in  an  a.ctive  state,  requiring  detention  of  the  carcases 
in  cold  storage  to  render  the  parasites  incapable  of  communicating  the 
disease  to  man.

Condemned  food  is  taken  to  the  refuse  tip  and  buried. 


Food  Hy/aiene 

Once  again  the  inspection  of  food  premises  was  curtailed  oi/ing  to  pressure 
of  other  work,  only  33  visits  being  recorded. 

A further  report  was  made  to  the  Council  during  the  year  on  the  staffing 
position,  and  it  was  decided  to  appoint  an  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector. 
^A/hen  such  appointment  has  been  made,  attention  v/ill  be  given  to  the  inspection 
of  food  premises  as  a matter  of  urgent  priority. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION 


The  work  of  rodent  control  has  continued  satisfactorily  under  the  care 
of  i'lr.  S.W.  Cook,  Rodent  Operator.  So  mary  infestations  are  reported  by 
residents  that  very  little  time  is  available  for  the  routine  survey  of  the 
district  v;hich  would  otherwise  be  carried  out. 
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year  3V5  infs  stations  wsrs  roportod  and  2j300  visits  roads 
to  482  separate  prsBiises.  One  hundred  and  sixty— five  infestations  of 
rats  and  41  infestations  of  mice  were  found  and  treated.  (Six  hundred 
and  seven  bodies  were  recovered).  Private  dvrellinghouses  are  treated  free 
of  charge  bit  in  the  case  of  business  premises  the  cost  of  the  work  has  to 
be  recovered. 

The  refuse  tip  has  been  regularly  inspected  but  there  has  been  no^ 
serious  infestation.  Three  treatments  have  been  carried  out  on  the  tip. 

CESSPOOL  ElEFTYIilG 

The  cesspool  emptying  scheme  has  continued  to  work  successfully  during 
the  year  and  approximately  129  emptyings  were  carried  out.  This  service  is 
made  possible  ly  the  use  of  a cesspool  emptying  vehicle  belonging ^to  t e 
Cuckfield  Rural  District  Council  which  is  loaned  to  this  Council  for  one  or 
t\;o  daj'’s  each  month. 


SElJERkGE  Al^D  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

V/ork  has  commenced  on  the  final  phase  of  the  scheme  for  the  modernisation 
and  ex'bension  of  the  Sewage  Disposal  V/orks,  which  scheme  began  a few  ye^s^ 
ago.  This  stage  includes  the  construction  of  a large  circulan  sedhnentaoion 
tank,  a large  rectangular  filter,  two  additional _ p5^r amid al  humus  settling 
tanks,  and  the  necessary  additional  pumping  machinery.  Certain  existing 
settlement  tanks  will  be  adapted  for  use  as  storra  water  tanks,  and  two  old 
circular  filters  will  be  taken  out  of  use.  llhen  completed  the  ^orks  will  be 
capable  of  dealing  satisfactorily  with  the  sewage  from  a population  of  about 
20,000  persons. 


REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

The  disposal  of  refuse  by  controlled  tipping  has  been  continued  on  a 
piece  of  land  which  was  deeply  pitted  by  old  clay  workings.  Each  load  of 
refuse  is  quickly  covered  with  soil,  and  no  nuisance  of  ary  kind  has  occurred, 
even  though  the  site  is  in  a residential  area.  The  land  thus  reclamed  will 

soon  be  serving  a useful  purpose  as  a Recreation  Ground.  The  Council  s 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  is  in  charge  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal,  and  he 
is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  successful  operation  of  this  controlled  tipping 
site. 


HOUSING 

Work  is  proceeding  on  the  erection  of  36  new  dwellings  on  a site  at  the 
end  of  db.  Andrews  Road,  and  at  the  tirae  of  writing  this  report  the  first 
tenants  are  moving  in.  Further  Housing  Schemes  are  in  course  of  preparation 
but  no  definite  date  is  in  sight  for  their  commie ncement. 
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The  need  for  new  accommodation  is  acute,  as  the  Waiting  List  contains 
more  than  120  cases  of  urgent  housing  need. 

The  Surveyor  has  prepared  a scheme  for  the  improvement  and  modernisation 
of  about  189  pre-war  Council  dwellings.  The  main  features  of  the  scheme 
are  the  provision  of  hot  water  systems,  wash  basins,  and  internal  access  to 
W.C.'s, 

Improvement  Grants 


Although  this  Council  suspended  the  making  of  Discretionary  Grants  for 
a period  at  the  end  of  I96I  because  of  the  national  financial  situation, 
more  work  was  actually  carried  out  than  in  the  previous  year.  Twenty-one 
applications  were  received  and  dealt  with,  15  being  for  Discretionary  Grants 
and  6 for  Standard  Grants,  Tw^o  of  the  applications  v;ere  refused  as  being 
inapplicable  or  the  property  being  unsuitable,  and  4 schemes  were  abandoned 
by  the  applicants.  In  I4  cases  the  work  is  completed  and  in  one  case  work 
has  not  yet  begun. 

Although  a considerable  amount  of  work  is  involved  in  dealing  with 
applications  for  Improvement  Grants,  this  work  is  considered  to  be  of  great 
importance  with  regard  to  the  preservation  of  older  houses.  As  much 
publicity  as  possible  should  be  given  to  Improvement  Grants  and  owners  should 
be  encouraged  to  take  advantage  of  the  scheme.  Every  possible  assistance 
is  given  by  the  Council's  Officers  to  all  applicants  and  other  interested 
persons  in  connection  with  the  preparation  of  suitable  schemes  for  the 
improvem.ent  or  conversion  of  premises. 

Slum  Clearance 


Ho  time  was  available  for  the  routine  inspection  of  houses  for  any 
of  the  purposes  of  the  Housing  Acts  although  there  is  much  work  to  be  done 
under  this  heading,  A detailed  survey  of  the  older  type  of  property  is  to 
be  undertaken  as  soon  as  possible.  T-wo  cottages  in  the  ownership  of  the 
Council,  already  reported  as  unfit  for  occupation,  are  to  be  demolished, 
the  present  occupants  having  now  been  rehoused. 

FACTORIES 


On  the  Industrial  Estate  the  erection  of  new  factories  has  continued 
and  there  are  now  25  factories  on  this  site.  Works  of  building  construction 
have  been  inspected  as  time  permits.

PUBLIC  SWDI  JNG  BATHS 


ihere  is  only  one  public  sidjnming  bath  in  the  Urban  District,  namely  the  open  f 

air ^ swirmaing  pool  in  St.  Johns  Park.  This  is  OT,7ned  by  the  Council  and  operated  [ 

by  its  oxm  staff^  The  pool  measures  100  feet  by  40  feet,  the  depth  being  from  \ 

2ft.  bins,  to  8ft.  bins.  The  construction  is  of  reinforced  concrete,  the  walls 

being  finished  v;ith  green  polished  cement  tiles.  An  area  surrounding  the  pool  ^ 
is  enclosed  for  the  use  of  spectators  and  sun  bathers.  The  concrete  decking  at 
txie  edge  of  the  pool  has  recently  been  reconstructed  and  improved. 

> 

The  capacity  of  ohe  pool  is  132,000  gallons,  and  the  circulating  and 
faUtrauion  plant  is  capable  of  a complete  turnover  of  the  water  in  a period  of  ; 

six  hours, ^ ^The  purification  process  consists  of  filtration,  and  aeration  followed  | 
by  breakpoint  chlorination  applied  by  a dosing  mechanism  to  regulate  the  delivery  j 
of  Cxilorine  gas  to  the  water.  Water  for  initial  filling  and  for  topping  up  is 
obtained  from*  the  mains,  ■■ 

Throughout  the  season  no  difficulty  was  encountered  in  maintaining  the  v/ater  ) 
in  a satisfactory  physical  and  bacteriological  condition.  Regular  tests  for  the 
presence  of  chlorine  were  carried  out  and  a bacteriological  sample  taken  showed 
very  satisfactory  results.
